Washington, March 4.—Tho latest de­ 
velopment of the war department court 
of inquiry into General Miles* beef 
charges was the appearance yesterday 
of Major Jesse Lee as counsel for the 
general commanding the army. 
Major 
Lee was so introduced lo the court by 
the recorder, Colonel Daria, at the be­ 
ginning of the afternoon session. 
He 
began to cross-examine witnesses at 
once, and with the Amt one antagonised 
the court to the extent of demanding 
the admission of certain letters as evi­ 
dence, but was refused. 
The proceed­ 
ings were not marked, however, by any 
evidence of unpleasant friction between 
tile court and tho new counsel. 
Captain A. NI. Gray of the Sixth 
Massachusetts, which went to Porto 
Rio* on the Yale when she carried Gen­ 
eral Miles south, said the principal 
canso of complaint among his men was 
not as to the quality of the rations, but 
because they were short in quantity. 
He said the the transport w, ut first to 
Caba and the troops were aboard longer 
than had been expected, so he nuder 
stood the men were put on shore rations 
for fear there would not be enough to 
last. 
“ Did not the Yale carry provisions in 
her cargo aside from rhe men’s travel 
rations?” asked Colonel Davis. 
“I understood that she did." 
“ Did you report this state of things 
to liny higher authority?” 
“ I reported to my colonel.” 
“ NX os there any higher officer on 
board?” 
“ Yes; then1 was the general command­ 
ing the arm y.” 
While on detached duty on shun* w it­ 
ness mid his men got hold of one lot of 
very poor canned beef, two-thirds of 
which was spoiled aud the remainder of 
worse quality than he had seen else­ 
where. 
Alfred F. Foot* of Holyoke, Mass., a 
sergeant of the Second Massachusetts, 
which served at Santiago, had a new 
adjective for the murhditrassod canned 
roast beef. He said it tasted “ bleached.” 
Some of it seemed to be simply boiled 
to death and the other was absolutely 
putrid. 
Probably one-third was spoiled 
in this way. 
The men talk (si the meat 
over, abused it privately, and some de­ 
clined to eat it, but they did not com­ 
plain to their officer*. 
His command 
got comparatively little refrigerated 
beef, most of It spoiling before it could 
bs cooked and failing after it was cooked 
to keep from dinner to supper. 
Short o f Rations. 
The only time ashore when the regi­ 
m ent wa* very short of rations was 
while digging trenches on San Juan 
hill. 
Here for 48 hours’ rations 66 men 
of his company received only 68 hard­ 
tack in a1! and a half pound of bacon for 
each man. 
The shortage was due to 
lack of transportation. 
Captain M. B. Critchfleld of the 
Eighth Ohio, which also served in Cuba, 
described the voyage south on the St. 
Paul as a feast of plenty, (Kirned and 
roast beef being piled up by the ton on 
the deck where the men could get it for 
the taking. 
Witness Mid that from the landing 
on July IO ta the surrender on tho Itta 
there was little or no complaint aa to 
the ration.

got an Issue of n frig, rater beef that the 
men refused to take. 
Ho inspected the 
meat, cut the quarter in half aud found 
that it was apparently good on the in* 
aide, though green and slimy on the 
•urface. 
He cut some from inside, cooked it 
and was made very sick by eating it. 
So were other men who tried it. 
The 
surgeon major ordered the beef buried 
and no more was drawn for a month. 
As to chemical treatm ent of the re­ 
frigerated beef, witness said he had not 
yet made ap his mind one way or the 
other. 
He had noticed that the flies 
did not seem to bother the refrigerator 
beef. 
He could not say that he had 
formed a definite opinion. 
H. S. Vanschaik of the rough riders 
testified that the canned beef was bad 
and rati* ms generally nnsatisfactory. 
He said that hts had been more or less ul 
since his return and had been informed 
by his brother, a physician, that he was 
suffering from stomach trouble due to 
bad and insufficient food. 
At this point Major Lee, counsel for 
General Miles, raised the first issue with 
the court. 
Witness said he had certain 
letters written home from Cuba deaerib- 
ingthe conditions there from day to day. 
He offered to read them but Colonel 
Devi* declined. 
Major Lee stated that 
he thought the letters should be ad­ 
mitted as evidence, tending to bring out 
vividly the very conditions which were 
being inquired into. 
The court de­ 
clined to entertain the suggestion. 
Lieutenant Thayer, who was aboard 
the Yale on her trip to Porto Rico, sup­ 
ported the preceeding witnesses in all 
the uncomplimentary things they had 
said of the canned roast beef. 
Major 
Lee continued the examination aud 
elicited the fact that the refrigerator 
L cf served aboard the Y ale was so of­ 
fensive that it was repulsive even in 
soup and stews. 
Major Lee also got 
from a witness a detailer! description of 
the canned beef to the effect that it was 
in loo# strips iii the can, the meat be­ 
ing held together by long strings of 
tiber gristle which had to bo out away, 
being wholly uneatable.

o’clock last night the army bill was 
passed, the deficiency bill having been 
passed nearly three hours before. 
A similar scene was transpiring in 
the house, where, at times when there 
was no conference report being consid­ 
ered, members were scrambling to secure 
tho enactment of private bills.

From many cities, east and west, 
come reports of an active demand from 
jobbers fen' spring dry goods. 
From the 
cotton manufacturing industry come re­ 
ports of activity, inducing manufactur­ 
ers to grant advances to their operatives, 
while the list of advances in prioes of 
iron and steel products, whether of 
crude, of m anufactured or even of old 
material is a virtual rollcall of that in­ 
dustry’s products. 
In the lumber trade the producer 
seems likely also to reap a long delayed 
reward as buyers become familiar with 
the fact that available supplies, whether 
of hard wood, of white or yellow pine, 
or of spruce and hemlock, are well con­ 
trolled, while the outlook for building 
trade activity is favorable. 
Our export trade in cereals is recover­ 
ing from the check administered by re­ 
cent frigid and stormy weather, but re­ 
ports of damage to the winter wheat 
crop on the one hand and estimates of 
superabundant supplies of old crops in 
farmer*’ hands have about balanced 
each other, with a slight advantage as 
regards prices secured by the bears.
